Romuldo Vicente To Have Pre-

Death today ended the life of 
Ignacia Palacay and placed a 
murder charge on Romuldo Vi- 
cente, both Filipinos. 

Palacay died at the San An- 
tonio Community hospital from 
gun wounds, the gun being assert- 
edly fired by Vicente as the climax 
of a fight in a citrus association 
camp on Alpine street, west of 
San Antonio avenue. 

Also charged with the murder 
is Antonio Vicente. The prison- 


_ ers are in the county jail awaiting 


a preliminary hearing before Judge 
D. J. Burlingame next Tuesday. 
Arcadio Torreon, also shot by 
the same gun that mortally 
wounded Palacay, is expected to

Fourteen persons in this dis- 
trict who have recovered from 
infantile paralysis are giving 
their blood from time to time at 
the San Antonio Community 
hospital. With their blood a 
convalescent serum is prepared 
and placed in readiness to treat 
persons who have contracted the 
disease. 

The persons are paid for their 
cooperation in this regard on the 
basis of the amount of blood 
taken from them, according to 
Dr. A. A. Aita, hospital super- 
intendent. A minimum of $5 is 
paid due to the fact that some 
of the youths cooperating are 
too small to give very much of 
their blood. 

“There are no cases of the dis- 
ease in this district and we are 
preparing the serum only as a 
precaution,” Dr. Aita said in 
emphasizing that there is abso- 
lutely no reason for anyone to 
show any undue concern over 
the situation. 

Money used to pay the 14 
persons comes from the fund 
created by the presidential ball 
held here in January in honor of 
President Roosevelt’s birthday 
anniversary.

Work on all SERA projects in 
the Upland district will stop on 
Thursday. 

Persons employed on these pro- 
jects will continue to receive 
checks coming from a federal “di- 
rect aid” fund. According to Mrs. 
R. D. Vice, in charge of the local 
office, the direct aid checks will 
be slightly smaller than the checks 
given for work. 

Aug. 19 had been given origin- 
ally as the date for SERA to stop 
in its supervision of work pro- 
jects and the start of the Works 
Progress Administration “WPA” 
in handling the details of the pro- 
jects. WPA is not ready to take 
over the program, according to 
reports issued by state unemploy- 
ment relief officials. The work is 
being discontinued until WPA has 
completed its details to supervise 
the projects. 

The ruling affects several pro- 
jects in the Upland district, al- 
though the number of persons em- 
ployed on the SERA here is small- 
er than in many communities. 

Several projects for administra- 
tion by the WPA have been filed 
by the city of Upland and by the 
Upland board of education.

ITALO-ABYSSINIAN 
CRISIS DISCUSSED 


Wiley W. Mather Tells of Dip- 
plomatic Background of 





Existing Conditions 





Wiley W. Mather, member of 
the Chaffey faculty, who has facts 
and figures stored away in his 
memory to such an extent that it 
is the envy of all who hear him 
speak from time to time and who 
can deliver them to an audience in 
such rapid fire manner that it 
taxes the mind of more than the 
ordinary individual, spoke at the 
meeting of the Upland Rotary club 
today noon at the Upland Inn, tak- 
ing for his subject “The Diplo- 
matic Background of the  Italo- 
Abyssinian Crisis.” Added inter- 
est was created because it followed 
the talk last week by Bert Vanzi, 
who has been in those countries. 

Don E. Palmer, president of the 
club, was in the chair, and Frank 
K. Nichols, program chairman, 
presented the speaker. 

Mr. Mather stated that every 
national state does that which is 
right in its eyes, but does not con- 
cede other nations the same privi- 
lege if they conflict with their 
opinions. His observations leading 
up to what he termed _ the 
“scramble for Africa’ were most 
interesting as he pointed out the 
reasons for the various nations de- 
siring a foothold on that continent. 

Mr. Mather noted the parallel 
cases existing in 1914 and 1934, 
notably the great increase in arm- 
ament in the various nations, and 
gave this as an almost certain in- 
dication of war. In discussing the 
question as to whether the United 
States can stay out of the con- 
flict, he stated such would be in- 
evitable in time if our past pol- 
icies are followed. 

Time and space will not permit 
a more complete account of Mr. 
Mather’s most interesting and en- 
lightening discussion.
